The 
term of office of the aldermen hereafter elected 
shall be two years. The common council of the 
city of Milwaukee shall hereafter be composed of 
two aldermen from each ward. 

SECTION 2. No alderman shall be elected at the 
annual election in April, 1887, in any ward of said 
city, except in wards which shall not at the time 
of holding such elections, have two members of 
the board of aldermen, whose terms of office re-
spectively continue one and two years from the 
third Tuesday in April, 1887. In all such wards, if 
any there be, there shall be elected at the next 
annual municipal election, one or two aldermen, 
as may be necessary to give such ward two mem-
bers of the board of aldermen, whose term of 
office shall respectively expire one and two years 
after the third Tuesday in April, 1887. 
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SECTION 3. All acts or parts of acts con-
travening with the provisions of this act, are here-
by repealed.
